SOME RULES. 


To the uninitiated the following 


definitions of terms used in the game 
of foot-ball may lead to a more thor- 
ough understanding of the sport. 


A "punt" is made by letting tho 


ball fall from the hands and kicking it 
hefore it touches the ground. 


A "place kick" is made by kicking 


;he ball after it has been placed upon 
ihe ground. 


A "drop kick" is made by letting 


the ball fall from the hands and kick- 
ing it the instant it rises from tbe 
ground. 


A "kickj off" is a place kick from 


the center of the field of play and can- 
not score a goal. 


A "kick out" is a drop, or place 


kick, or punt, made by tho player of 
the side which has touched the ball 
clown on its own goal or into whose 
toucb-iu-goal the ball has gone. 


A "free kick" is a term used to des- 


ignate any kick where tbe opponents 
are restrained by rule from advancing 
beyond a certain point. The ball may 
be put in play by a punt, drop, kick or 
place kick, and the opponent cannot 
come within ten yards of the line on 
which the free catch was made. 


The ball goes "out of bounds" when 


it crosses the side line, or when the 
holder puts part of either foot across or 
on that line. 
The side line is out of 


bounds and the goal line is "in goal." 


A.,"touch down" is made when the 


ball is carried, kicked, or passed across 
goal line, and there held, either in goal 
or touch-in-goal. 
The point 
wbera 


touch-down is marked is not where the 
ball is carried across the line, but 
where it is fairly called "down." 


A "safety" is made when the player 


guarding his goal receives the ball 
from a player of bis own side, either 
by a pass, kick or snap back, and then 
touches it down behind his goal line; 
or when he, himself, carries the ball 
across his own goal line and touches it 
down; or when he puts the ball into 
his own touch-in-goal; or when the 
ball, being kicked by one of his own 
side, bounds back from an opponent 
across the goal line and he then touches 
it down. 
A "touch-back" is made when a 


player touches the ball to tbe ground 
behind hii own goal, tho impetus 
which sent the ball across the line hav- 
ing been received from an opponent. 


A "punt out" is a punt made by a 


player of the side which has made a 
touch-down to one of his own side for 
a fair catch. 


A "scrimmage" takes place when 


the holder of the ball places it upon 
tho ground and puts it in play by kick- 
ing it forward or snapping it back. 


A "fair catch" is a catch made Jdi- 


rect from a kick by one of the oppon- 
ents, or from a punt out by one of the 
same side, provided the man, while 
making the catch, makes a mark with 
his beel and none other of his side has 
touched the ball. 
If he be interfered 


with by an opponent who is off side, or 
if he be thrown after catching the ball, 
unless he has advanced beyond bis 
mark, he shall be given fifteen yards. 


A "goal" consists in kicking the ball 


in 3ny way, except by a punt, from the 
field of play over the cross-bar of the 
opponents goal. 
If the ball pass di- 


rectly over one of the uprights, it shall 
count a goal. 
"Charging" is rushing forward to 


seize the ball or tackle a player.

bets that the Canton man would have 
50,000 or 73,000. They are few. 


.but little money has been placed on 


the general result: The odds have 
never been greater than two to one on 
McKiuloy. 
More money has 
been 


placed on Kentucky (than the result in 
any other state. 
Over a week ago the 


Times announced that there was $200 
iu this oflice to bet oven that Bryan 
would carry the state.

The Republican Committee have an immense fund of money in 


their hands and will take desperate chances to use the same corruptly 
on election day in the purchase of votes. They will not purchase votes 
and use the money corruptly unless they are assured that the goods are 
delivered and the way the voter casts his ballot is known to them. 
If the Australian ballot taw, as amended, is carried out, there is no way 
possible of knowing how an elector votes. The Republicans,,as hereto- 
fore, will try to defeat the law and buy votes outright. 
One of their 


schemes has been to have the voter who has sold his vote to ask the 
judges of election for assistance in marking his ballot, and the Republi- 
can judge would then disclose the manner in which the ballot was 
marked, and if it was satisfactory to the Republicans, the money was 
paid over. Under the law, as amended now, assistance can be rendered 
to no one except*o persons who are unable to mark their ballots by 
reason of blindness, paralysis, extreme old age, or other physical infirmity, 
and such physical infirmity must be apparent to the.judges to be suf- 
ficient to incapacitate the voter from marking his ballot. It will not do 
for the voter to merely say that he is afflicted, but it must be apparent 
to the judge. 
Another scheme that has been practiced by the Republi- 


cans is to have the voter display his ticket after he comes out of the 
booth, and before it is presented to the judge. Section 22 of the law re- 
quires the elector to fold his ballot without displaying the marks there- 
on. 
If the voter shows his ballot in any Avay or reveals the manner in 


which he is voting, a judge will be authorized to refuse the ballot and 
give him another. 
The law allows two challengers from each party to 


be in the voting place, but strictly prohibits them from influencing or 
interfering with the voter. 


"The Democratic Executive Committee of Scioto County, Ohio, 


has placed the sum of §500 in the hands of J. B. Gilson to be given as 
a reward to persons furnishing information to said committee of any 
person giving or offering to give money or anything of value to in- 
fluence a voter to cast a ballot for a candidate in the coming presiden- 
tial election, provided that on such information 
the person using such 


means to secure votes shall be indicted and convicted. 
The said 
com- 


mittee agrees to furnish counsel to assist in the prosecution of any one 
accused of the crime herein set forth. 
The first reward of §250 will 


be given to the one furnishing the first information as aforesaid; to the 
second person §150; 
to the third §50; to the fourth §25; to the fifth 


§15; and to the sixth §10.

[There is no boolc which treats of the 
price ot gold, becausa there is no such 
thing as a price of gold. Gold Is itself 
price. The gold dollar is a weight (2G.32 
grains of pure metal), with a stamp on It 
to certify that it is what it purports to be. 
How can the price of a gold dollar be more 
or less than a dollar, more or less than it- 
self? If you want to buy American eagles 
with English sovereigns, there is a price 
for the form of gold which you want to 
procure. This price may be a trifle more 
than the amount of pure gold in the sov- 
ereign. So, too, If you want to buy English 
sovereigns with American eagles you may 
have to pay a trine more than the gold 
equivalent of the two. Because bankers 
and brokers quote the price of gold bars 
and of foreign coins, a 
misconception 


arises that they are quoting the price of 
gold, whereas they arc merely quoting the 
differences between one form of gold and 
another form. 
Gold bars (.usually bring 


a trifle more than gold coin because they 
are easier to handle and because they are 
less liable to abrasion.—Ed. Evening Post.] 


Ko\v mark how plain a tale will put 


the omniscient editor of the Evening 
Post down. 


At every mint and assay oilicc main- 


tained by the United States government 
gold in every conceivable form is pur- 
chased daily at the rate of 520.07 per 
ounce. 


The United States assay office in New- 


York, within luilf a mile of the Post 
building, buys more gold in the course 
of a year than all the other mints and 
assay ouices taken together, and it in- 
variably pays the price named above for 
all that it purchases. 


The mints and assay officers of ihc 


United States pay that price simply and 
solely because it is the price fixed by the 
statute, and it never varies. 


The pretense of the Post, that it is 


"the form" and not the substance of 
gold tb.it has the price, is completely 
overthrown by the practice of the mint 
authorities of our government, fiold 
coin bearing the United States mint 
stamp is bought just the same as old 
plate and jewelry, gold bars, retorts, 
nuggets, and gold dust, at the rale of 
$20.07 for every ounce of gold in eaeli 
lot. 


Tlieoretica.Ily, owners of gold bullion 


take it to the mint and have it coined 
and the coins so made arc returned \o 
the depositors, but in practice—and the 
practice is based on a distinctstatutory. 
provision—the coins in ado from thc-ir 
deposits are not returned to them at all, 
but instead they are paid for their gold 
at the price quoted above out of a Cund 
set apart by act of congress for that 
purpose, and the government 
reim- 


burses itself for the outlay by retain- 
ing the coins made from these deposits. 


If " gold is itself price," as the Post 


avers, why do the owners of gold bul- 
lion sell it to the government for actual 
money? That is what they do, as the 
Post can very easily learn by inquiring 
a.t the United States assay office in New 
York, or any other assay office or mint 
maintained by the United States gov- 
ernment. 


The further assertion made by the 


Post tibat "gold bars usually bring a 
trifle more thau gold coin, becatuse they 
are easier handled and because they are. 
less liable to abrasion," has nothing'at 
all to do with the case, because the gov- 
ernment pays exactly the same price for 
all the gold it buys, no matter what the 
form may be. 


If the government should fix a coin- 


age price for silver $1.2920, as bimetal- 
lists demand, as a matter of course that 
would immediately become the price of 
silver everywhere, because nobody bold- 
ing silver in any form would part with 
it for less than he could get- for it at a 
United States mint or assay office, and, 
ns a. matter of course, a silver dollar 
would be worth 100 cen.ts as it is now, 
just like a gold dollaa-, if we should re- 
establish free coinage of both metals 
in this country at the ratio of sixteen to 
one.—"Denver IJepublican.

More Gold Will Bo In Circulation Under 


Bimetallism Than Now. 


The claim of the advocates of the 


single yellow standard that, free coin- 
age would drive gold out of circula- 
tion docs not appear to alarm the gen- 
eral public, since it is plain to be seen 
that there has been no gold in circu- 
lation for a long time. Moreover, gold 
will never circulate freely so long as 
it constitutes pri/e money, because it 
will be controlled and handled exclu- 
sively by those who make a business of 
dealing in it. The probability is that 
there will be more gold in circulation 
under free coinage than is possible tin- 
der existing conditions, because the ap- 
preciation of silver will necessarily be 
attended by a corresponding apprecia- 
tion of gold. If the yellow metal shall 
leave the country as the immediate ef- 
fect of the policy of opening the mints 
to silver, it will become cheap in the 
countries that are flooded with it, and 
those countries will be glad to use it 
in international commerce. Unless the 
ports of the world are closed to Ameri- 
can products, the United States will 
be able to command as much, gold as 
they need, when the need of it is re- 
duced by the policy that makes silver, 
equally with gold, the money of final 
accounting. When gold has ceased to 
be premium money, the traffickers in 
it will have little use for it, and the 
people will see more of it. It will then 
seek investment in. productive enter- 
prises, because there will be less profit 
in hoarding it or sinking it in low in- 
terest securities.—Bmghamton (N. Y.)
